PRAB Urges City Acquisition 
Of Lutheran Church Property 

Acquisition of the 3.1 acre Lutheran Church site at 22 Ridge 
Rd. for city use, or failing that, for possible development as a Senior 
Citizen housing project, or for Greenbelt Homes, Inc., residential 
housing was urged by the city’s Park and Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB) in a report (#8-69) submitted to city council last week. 

In light of the presently overburdened Youth Center, PRAB 
saw immediate advantages to the city if the church building were 
used for recreation purposes. The report said that the pressure on 
the money market is such that there is no guarantee that the bonds 
for construction of an addition to the Youth Center will be sold 
within the next few months. The construction phase will then take 
18 to 24 months. PRAB predicted that even the proposed addition 
will not accommodate present needs, let alone future needs.. 


attention the critical need for tree 
surgeons for pruning, thinning, 
and particularly for removal of 
dead limbs and trees. Maintenance 
manager Dave Kane replied that 
GHI had an open contract with one 
firm for doing such work, but it 
was a problem getting the people 
to come out except for emergen¬ 
cies.

PRAB suggested that the pro¬ 
perty be purchased through a 
lease-purchase agreement The city 
could thus use the property on an 
interim basis for recreation use be¬ 
fore deciding whether; (1) to build 
upon the existing structure; (2) 
to take advantage of increased 
land values and sell to GHI or 
other comparable buyers; or (3) to 
use it as a “trade’ for other lands 
that development of the city might 
later reveal to be more crucial to 
citywide needs. The church has 
indicated that a lease-purchase 
agreement would be acceptable to 
it, according to PRAB. 

PRAB also saw the property used 
by the city for administrative of¬ 
fice expansion. It said that there 
is a serious lack of adequate land 
and facilities for community and 
municipal use. The Lutheran buil¬ 
ding, the report said, is in a rela¬ 
tively convenient location with 
meeting rooms and sanitary facili¬ 
ties and can be readily adapted 
with minimal cost to meet many 
program needs, despite limited 
parking facilities. 

PRAB said that its recommen¬ 
dation affords the city unusual 
flexibility, while at the same time 
precluding undesirable use of the 
property. 

Last winter the city council ob¬ 
jected to the sale of the church 
property for use by a commercial 
nursing home. The church has in¬ 
dicated that if unable to dispose 
of the property in an equitable 
manner with either the city or GHI, 
it would be interested in selling to 
a prospective client at the highest 
price available. PRAB estimated 
that to build a facility of equal 
size would cost approximately 
$72,000. 

Council has referred PRAB’s re¬ 
port to the Ad Hoc Committee ap¬ 
pointed by council to consider the 
matter.

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Costly Inaction? 

To the Editor: 

It would seem to me that the 
Interests of the developers are al¬ 
ways well represented. 

What we all should be concerned 
about I think, is whether the in¬ 
terests of the citizens in a given 
area, are at the very least, as well 
^presented as the developers. 

What has happened is that the 
•citizens of Glenn Dale-Seab rook- 
Lanham living in Planning Area 70 
have Questioned the Greenbelt City 
CJouncil as to what its position 
will be on a request for a Special 
Exception for an Automobile Park¬ 
ing Compound on Good Luck Road 
next to a very small piece of pro¬ 
perty just north of Princess Gar¬ 
den Parkway, which in 1947 was 
•zoned C-l. This request is within 
the boundaries of Greenbelt’s Plan¬ 
ning Area 67, better known as the 
College Park-Greenbelt Master 
Plan. Safeway Stores has an op¬ 
tion to purchase both pieces of 
property, (the small piece zoned 
commercial and the land for which 
the special exception has been re¬ 
quested), and Safeway’s option is 
probably based on the County Com¬ 
missioners’ approval of the special 
exception request. 

More importantly, there are 
some six or seven other requests 
for zoning changes all in the vicin¬ 
ity of this request for a special 
exception. These zoning requests 
are for C-l, C-2, R-18, R -30 and 
Townhouse zoning. The Master 
Plan calls for R-55 and R-80 zoning 
for all these parcels. 

The question here is, if the spec¬ 
ial exception or the automobile 
parking compound is granted, just 
what will happen to the rest of 
these requests which lie between 
Good Luck Road and Greenbelt 
Road back of the old Schrom Air¬ 
port site and Brae Brooke Village? 

Ironically enough we find resi¬ 
dents of Planning Area 70 (Lan- 
ham) fighting zoning in Planning 
Area 67 (Greenbelt) while the 
Greenbelt City Council plans to 
take no action. 

The official position of the City 


should be to carefully consider 
each zoning request in the Green¬ 
belt Master Plan and take a firm 
stand in opposition or support of 
that request, and not be intimida¬ 
ted by a “so called rebuff” from the 
District Council when appearing 
on zoning items outside the city 
but within the area covered by the 
plan. Who else has more right to 
take a stand on zoning within the 
Greenbelt Planning Area than the 
city officials and citizens of that 
area? 

If the Council does not persist 
in being actively involved in pur¬ 
suing the goals of the Plan, its in¬ 
action may be costly when it comes 
time to evaluate other “exceptions’" 
closer to home.
